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Redford: No 
more money 
for arena 


Province reiterates 
position. Downtown 
project now projected 
to cost $ 532 M due 
to area infrastructure 


Alberta Premier Alison Redford 
has restated that the province 
will not be investing $100 mil¬ 
lion in the downtown Edmon¬ 
ton arena project. 

Redford told reporters 
Thursday before the annual 
premier’s dinner in Edmon¬ 
ton that her government’s 
perspective has not changed 


and will not change. 

But that doesn’t mean that 
provincial money won’t end 
up in the project. 

Redford says the city can 
always use its share of the 
province’s municipal-sustain¬ 
ability fund. 

New concept images and 
video of the downtown arena 
were released to the public 
on Wednesday. 

The price tag for the pro¬ 
ject has reached $532 million 
as a result of surrounding in¬ 
frastructure including cost of 
land, transit connections, and 
sidewalks. 

Coun. Kerry Diotte said 


Thursday that Edmonton Oil¬ 
ers’ owner Daryl Katz should 
be the one to put more cash 
into the project. 

“I don’t think it’s a good 
deal for taxpayers,” Diotte said. 

But Mayor Stephen Man- 
del has said Katz has already 
agreed to cover a large portion 
of the project. 

“He’s taken on the obliga¬ 
tion of maintenance and cap¬ 
ital improvements as well as 
renovations for the building,” 
Mandel said. 

“Fm not sure what more 
people expect him to do. I think 
it’s fair and equitable what he’s

Weekend sex assaults could be related: Police 



Another woman has been as¬ 
saulted in the Wh 3 d:e Avenue 
area, but pohce aren’t ready to 
connect an attack last week¬ 
end to a spate of seven others 
in the same area. 

“We are aware of the re¬ 
cent assaults on women in 
the area and cannot discount 
that this incident we are cur¬ 
rently investigating could be 
related to those events,” said 
Det. Olena Fedorovich of the 
Edmonton Police Service (EPS) 
Sexual Assault Section. 

Fedorovich said that while 
there’s nothing to yet suggest 


a definite connection to the 
earher assaults, EPS has put 
significantly more resources 
into the \Vh 5 d:e Avenue area, 
particularly late at night. 

The May 13 attack has sim¬ 
ilarities to the seven others 
in the area: women were 
walking alone late at night, 
attacked from behind and 
pushed to the ground. 

A composite sketch from 
those assaults likewise de¬ 
scribes a man in his 20s, up to 
6 feet tall. However, none of 
the attacks in March or April 
were sexual in nature. 


EPS released a different 
composite sketch Thursday in 
hopes of identifying the man 
suspected in last weekend’s 
sexual assault. 

In this instance, a 25-year- 
old woman was walking home 
from a Wh 3 d:e Avenue bar at 
around 3 a.m. May 13, when 
she was attacked from behind, 
pushed down to the ground 
and sexually assaulted.

Greece on Thursday swore in 
300 legislators for just one 
day before it dissolves Par¬ 
liament and calls new elec¬ 
tions. 

Among those sworn in 
were 21 lawmakers from 
Golden Dawn — arguably 
the most far-right party to be 
involved in a European na¬ 
tional legislature since Nazi- 
era Germany.

Minorities now 36.6 per cent of U.S. population 


For the first time, racial and 
ethnic minorities make up 
more than half the children 
born in the United States. 
This caps decades of heady 
immigration growth that is 
now slowing. 

New 2011 census esti¬ 
mates highlight sweeping 
changes in the American 
racial makeup and the pro¬ 


longed impact of a weak 
economy, which is now re¬ 
sulting in fewer Hispanics 
entering the U.S. 

“This is an important 
landmark,” said Roderick 
Harrison, a former chief of 
racial statistics at the Gensus 
Bureau who is now at How¬ 
ard University. 

“This generation is grow¬ 


ing up much more accus¬ 
tomed to diversity than its 
elders.” 

The report comes as the 
Supreme Gourt prepares to 
rule on the legality of a strict 
immigration law in Arizona, 
with many states weighing 
similar get-tough measures. 

“We remain in a danger¬

Solar spectacle. Rare *ring of fire’ eclipse 
spawns viewing parties in U.S. and Asia 


Sunrises and simsets will have 
a special ring to them in a few 
days for people in the west¬ 
ern U.S. and eastern Asia: The 
moon will slide across the sim, 
blocking everything but a blaz¬ 
ing halo of light. 

It’s been ^most two decades 
since a “ring of fire” eclipse 
was visible in the continental 
US.. To celebrate, nearly three 
dozen national parks will host 


viewing parties. 

The solar spectacle is first 
seen in eastern Asia at dawn 
Monday, local time. Weather 
permitting, millions of early 
risers in southern China, north¬ 
ern Taiwan and southeast Japan 
will be able to catch the ring 
eclipse. Then it creeps across 
the Pacific with the western 
U.S. viewing the tail end. 

The late-day sun will trans¬ 


form into a glowing ring in 
southwest Oregon, Northern 
California, central Nevada, 
southern Utah, northern Ari¬ 
zona and New Mexico and 
finally the Texas Panhandle, 
where it will occur at simset on 
Simday 

Other parts of the U.S., Can¬ 
ada and Mexico will be treated 
to a partial eclipse.

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Killer wins right to escorted leave 



Vincent Li. Man who

A man who beheaded and 
cannibalized a fellow pas¬ 
senger on a Greyhound bus 
in Manitoba has won his bid 
to leave the grounds of the 
mental hospital where he is 
being kept. 

A Criminal Code review 
board has ruled that Vince 
Li’s treatment team may 
grant him short escorted 
trips into Selkirk. 

The review board says 


the passes will start at 30 
minutes and increase incre¬ 
mentally to a maximum of 
full days. 

The board also says the 
passes should only be grant¬ 
ed if Li’s treatment team be¬ 
lieves his condition is stable 
and that it would be “appro¬ 
priate and safe for him to 
leave the locked ward.” 

Li will have to be es¬ 
corted at all times by a staff 
member and a security of¬ 
ficer. 

“It’s terrible. It’s disgust¬ 
ing,” Nadine McLean, the 
victim’s stepmother, said 
Thursday after she learned 
about the decision. 

“It’s kind of a waste go¬ 
ing to the review board 


every year when he’s going 
to get whatever he asks for.” 

The passes can be issued 
starting May 24. 

Li was found not crimin¬ 
ally responsible for the July 
2008 death of Tim McLean, 
a young carnival worker 
who was sitting next to Li 
on a bus near Portage la 
Prairie. 

Li was initially confined 
to a locked wing of the Sel¬ 
kirk Mental Health Centre, 
but in 2010 was given the 
right to escorted walks on 
the hospital grounds. 

Li’s psychiatrist says the 
44-year-old has responded 
well to treatment and asked 
the review board earlier 
this week to let Li take trips 


into town. 

The Crown did not op¬ 
pose the idea, but the vic¬ 
tim’s mother, Carol DeDel- 
ley, said Li should never be 
allowed out in public. 

Selkirk Mayor Larry Jo- 
hannson said Thursday he 
has to respect the decision 
of the board. The mental 
hospital has been in com¬ 
munity for years and other 
patients who committed 
horrific acts have likely 
been walking around the 
city before. 

“I just hope they’ve made 
the right decision,” he said. 
“I have to worry about the 
safety of all the citizens in 
Selkirk.”

Duty. Economist 
believes as many

Cross-border shopping is cost¬ 
ing the Canadian economy 
much more than believed 
and new rules raising duty¬ 
free limits will only make 
matters worse, says a new re¬ 
port by the Bank of Montreal. 

The assessment of costs 
comes from the bank’s dep¬ 
uty chief economist, Doug 
Porter, in his latest price-gap 
comparison between con¬ 
sumer goods in Canada and 
the United States. 

Porter said Thursday that 
although the price gap has 
narrowed to 14 per cent on 
average from the 20 per cent 
he found in last spring’s sur¬ 
vey, the cross-border shop¬ 
ping phenomenon appears to 
be intensifying.

are poised to swell when Ot¬ 
tawa increases the duty- and 
tax-free limits on June 1,” he 
said.

butts, new program urges delivered to Polish airline 


Instead of tossing cigarette 
butts into landfills, a new re¬ 
cycling program will see the 
pervasive litter turned into 
something useful: industrial 
pallets and charitable dona¬ 
tions. 

“It’s revolutionary,” Terra- 
Cycle’s commimications man¬ 
ager Denise Barnard said about 
their new program. “It’s the 
first in Canada.” 

TerraCycle is encouraging 
smokers, non-smokers, envir- 
onmentahsts and everyone else 
to mail in cigarette butts — one 
of the world’s most abrmdant 


forms of garbage — along with 
cigarette foil and plastic pack¬ 
aging waste, so that they can 
be diverted out of landfills with 
their Cigarette Waste Brigade 
program. 

The program will compost 
the organic parts, which in¬ 
clude the paper and remain¬ 
ing tobacco. The rest will be 
recycled into pallets and other 
items for industrial use. So be¬ 
sides reducing cigarette waste, 
it will also reduce the use of 
wood or virgin plastic com¬ 
monly used to make industrial 
pallets.

Bombardier’s Q400 NextGen 
aircraft has pierced the Pol¬ 
ish market with the delivery 
of the first of eight turbo¬ 
props ordered by Polish car¬ 
rier Eurolot.

It’s been nearly four years since 
Will Smith has had a movie 
out — his last being the weepy 
dud Seven Poimds — so you’ll 
imderstand if he wanted to ease 
his way back into things with 
something a bit famihar. 

“I haven’t worked in three 
years, so I wanted to put on 
some shoes that I knew fit,” 
Smith says.

teaming Smith with Tommy 
Lee Jones as the black-suited, 
Ray-Bans-donning men of mys¬ 
tery keeping Earth safe from 
aliens its citizens aren’t even 
aware of This time, they toss in 
the element of time travel, with 
Josh Brolin stepping in as a 
yoimger version of Tommy Lee 
Jones. But era-jumping aside, 
it’s still very much a Men in 
Black film, which is just what 
Smith wanted. 

“It was very important for 
me, having been away that 
long, to come back in a way 
that I was comfortable and to 
come back with a project that 
was kid-ffiendly,” Smith says. 


“That was something Eddie 
Murphy said to me a few years 
ago. He said, ‘Man, if you’re 
lucky enough to be in this busi¬ 
ness, every 20 years you have to 
go back and get the kids.’ 

“I like the idea of matur¬ 
ing and then go back and drop 
something, ^^at’s great for 
me is the target audience is 
in my house.” That wasn’t the 
only piece of wisdom from his 
elders Smith has held on to, as 
it turns out. “I was in Australia 
in 1990 with Sly Stallone, Arnold 
Schwarzenegger and Bruce WLUis 
and they were opening Planet 
Hollywood,” Smith remembers. 

“I go sit there with those 
guys, and Arnold says, ‘Young 
man, I want you to Imow that 
you carmot be a movie star only 
in the United States. You’re 
only a movie star if they know 
you arormd the world.’ They 
put that idea into my mind 
and then from that point that’s 
when I started to make it a 


point to open in new markets. 
We went into Russia with I, Ro¬ 
bot. We went into Brazil. 

“It used to be a time where 
you could just have hit movies 
in the U.S., but that’s not the 
case. So, to me it’s just about 
taking those laps aroimd the 
world to maintain that.” 

So with that kind of global 
stardom in mind, does that 
mean Smith will be continue 
easing his way back into acting, 
possibly with a visit to another 
hit franchise hke Bad Boys? 

Co-star Martin Lawrence has 
certainly expressed interest. 
Smith, however, is not so sure. 
“I love making those movies. 
It’s Miami, the tight T-shirt and 
fast cars,” he says. 

“But just at this point in 
my career, the material has to 
be right. I’m 43. I’m looking at 
maybe seven more years where 
I can run and jump, and then 
I’m going butt and gut for the 
rest of my career.” 


While Men in Black 3 star 
Tommy Lee Jones certainly isn’t 
known for being terribly talk¬ 
ative, we did manage to get the 
Oscar-winner to open up on a 
few topics — including his rela¬ 
tionship with Will Smith. 

How does the whole press 
junket process feel from your 
perspective? 

It’s essentially boring, but you 
find a way to enjoy it. You an¬ 
swer the same questions over 
and over and over again, aU day 
long. And some of the questions 
are, frankly, uninteresting, but 
we’re not here to entertain me. 
Please don’t feel any pressure. 

What makes a project worth 
doing for you? 

There’s several ways to define 
that. One is a good script, it has 
a good director, there are ap¬ 
pealing actors attached to it, it’s 
a good business deal or it’s in 
a location that I’m pretty sure 
that my wife and my daughter 
would want to visit. All of tiiose 
things are factors. 

Will Smith describes chem¬ 
istry with other actors as like 
playing tennis. Do you have 
your own sports metaphor for 
acting? 

No. I don’t have a metaphor. I 
don’t even use the word chem- 
istiy. You relate as well as you 
can to other people, and you 
fry to create circumstances in 
which your character relates 
appropriately to theirs. I’ve a 
good relationship with Will. 
He’s a terrific guy to work with, 
and he’s excellent company all 
the time. 

There was a lot of talk about 
this tilm going into produc¬ 
tion while the script was still 
being worked out. How does 



that affect the tilmmaking 
process? 

Not greatly. A day of work is 
a day of work. Of course, it’s 
more helpful if a script is com¬ 
plete. It’s easier to determine 
what place and scene plays in 
the overall narrative. Obvious¬ 
ly, that’s always helpful. 

We spoke with Rick Baker, 
who mentioned that often 
they have to make more 
than one of your props, as 
they tend to fall apart in your 
hands, is this true? 

Oh. Bany Sonnenfeld (Men in 
Black 3 Sector) likes to make 
jokes about me breaking props 
aU the time. I don’t know what 
Rick has to do with props. 

Rick also mentioned the little 
robot you used to beat up Wu 
in the restaurant scene. 

Oh, yeah. That thing may have 
gotten broken a time or two be¬ 
cause it was used as a weapon 
to beat Wu up. So that’s kind of 
hard on a puppet (laughs).

Alan Doyle remembers with 
uncommon clarity the first 
time he held a Great Big Sea 
album in his hands. 

It was Aug. 2, 1993, and 
he was standing outside his 
rental house on Suez Street 
in St. John’s, N.L. The Doyle 
family of musicians was, 
in his words, “legendary” 
in his hometown of Petty 
Harbour, but they tended to 
perform at weddings, parties 
and dances. They didn’t have 
their own albums, and Doyle 
assumed it would never be 
his fate as well. 

“I thought that only hap¬ 
pened to people from the 
mainland,” Doyle, 43, re¬ 
called. “It was the coolest day 
of my life.” 

It’s roughly 19 years later 
and Great Big Sea has issued 
11 albums since its blue-hued 
debut, so Doyle has rarely felt 
that same indescribable kick 
he had that day. 

That was, until this week, 
when Doyle’s solo debut. Boy 
on Bridge, hit stores. 

When asked how he felt 
finally seeing his given name 
splashed across a record cov¬ 
er, the personable Doyle slid 
his iPhone from his pocket 
and proudly showed off a 
photo taken the first time he 
held the album in his hands. 
In it, he wears a goofy grin as 
wide as the Rock itself. 

“Look at that — I got my 
own record,” he marvels. 


sipping a coffee on a sunny 
Toronto patio. “I realize I 
should be above it. But I can’t 
help it. 

“It thrills me to the bone, 
still.” 

That was, in effect, the 
motivation behind Doyle’s 
decision to issue his first solo 
record — the music-industry 
vet doesn’t get the opportun¬ 
ity to do an 3 d:hing for the first 
time that often anymore. 

“In many ways, this record 
is about firsts — it’s about do¬ 
ing stuff that I’ve never done 
before,” Doyle said.

worlds. Let’s go do it some¬ 
one else’s way for a change.” 

And change was exactly 
what Doyle was after, record¬ 
ing the restlessly eclectic Boy 
on Bridge in a diverse range 
of locations. 


He recorded at some trad¬ 
itional locales including the 
L.A. studio of Mike Post — the 
multiple Grammy and Emmy 
winner who composed the 
themes to Law & Order, The 
Rockford Files, L.A. Law and 
Hill Street Blues — as well 
as with Gordie Sampson in 
Nashville. 

Doyle, who would seem to 
have as many connections as 
a discount intercontinental 
flight, also collaborated on 
the album with actor Russell 
Growe, Blue Rodeo front man 
Jim Guddy and Regina guitar¬ 
ist Cohn James.

Every time you read about a 
band sounding like another 
band, chances are that the 
so-called derivative band 
doesn’t even listen to the act 
to which they’re being com¬ 
pared. Such is the case with 
the Austin, Texas-based gar¬ 
age revivalists The Strange 
Boys, whose singer Ryan 
Sambol has ceaselessly been 
compared to Tom Petty. 

“We’ve never really lis¬ 
tened to him,” says Sambol. 
“Maybe it’s a Dylan thing. 
Both Tom and 1 trying a Bob 
job.” 

Sambol’s in-person de¬ 
meanor is one of quiet confi¬ 
dence and charm, but when 
it comes to pla 3 dng live, he 
and his bandmates, who 


include his brother Phil on 
bass, Greg Enlow on gui¬ 
tar and Mike La Franchi on 
drums, tear it up. 

The latest Strange Boys 
album is called Live Music 
— which is not to say it was 
recorded in concert, but that 
it rhymes with “give music,” 
an appropriate code for the 
band and the exchange they 
have with their audience. 

“If we’re playing well 
and looking like we’re hav¬ 
ing fun, people usually 
loosen up and start to move 
around,” says Sambol. 

Crowds move around 
quite a bit at Strange Boys 
shows — certainly more 
than at a typical indie-rock 
show. Which cities get mov¬ 
ing? “Madrid dances, Paris 
moves. Fort Wayne Indiana 
gets way down,” Sambol 
points out. 


Bringing beats. 

Electro hip-hop group 
delivers more club 
music with Dirty Bass 


Far East Movement has pro¬ 
vided a thumping soundtrack 
to clubs around the world, 
so it seems appropriate that 
the group prepared for their 
latest album by doing essen¬ 
tial research — a week of 
clubbing in Las Vegas. 

“We said: ‘We’ve been 
touring so much, we need to 
get back and just wild out; 
remember what it’s like to 
be like party animals for a 
little bit and just not care,”’ 
said frontman Kev Nish (real 
name Kevin Nishimura). 

“So we literally spent a 
week in Vegas — partied 
every night and went to the 
studio that night and just 
wrote songs.” 

Though in the morning, 
the question was, “What did I 
write?” Nish quipped, before 
turning serious. “That’s how 
some of our favourite work 
was written and it really 
helped us to get back in the 
zone.” 

The result is Dirty Bass, 
a collection designed to ad¬ 
vance the four-man group’s 
poppy mash-up of whooshing 
electro club beats, melodic 
hooks and exuberant hip- 
hop. Set for release June 5, it 
features Justin Bieber on the 
first single. Live My Life, plus 
rappers Flo Rida, Pitbull and 
Tyga among others. 

When the group was first 


signed, label executives said 
their songs — including the 
Billboard chart-topper Like A 
G6 — weren’t like an 3 d:hing 
else on the radio. Two years 
later, dance music is every¬ 
where, and they’ve toured 
with some of the biggest 
names in pop — Rihanna, 
LMFAO, Lil’ Wa 3 me and Lady 
Gaga. 

For their new album, Nish 
said the goal was to get “a 
familiar sound” with “un¬ 
familiar variables.” The re¬ 
sult is catchy, agreeable and 
seemingly simple, fitting the 


group’s veneer of good-time 
raps, an 3 ^hing-goes attitude 
and party-ready style. 

The group got its begin¬ 
nings in high school. Nish 
and lunch-table friends Pro¬ 
hgress (James Roh) and J-Splif 
(Jae Ghoung) — now in their 
late 20s — called themselves 
MGs Anon 3 mious and pat¬ 
terned themselves after both 
the Beastie Boys and Linkin 
Park, posting songs on online 
discussion boards. 

Nish installed car stereos 
and interned for Interscope 
Records, working for the 


same publicist who now 
promotes the group. With 
their eyes on bigger things, 
in 2006 the trio zeroed in on 
DJ Virman of the popular Los 
Angeles-area radio station 
Power 106, inviting him to a 
rehearsal. 

“Even if you guys aren’t 
that great, in your faces you 
feel like you are,” Virman 
(Virman Goquia) told them, 
according to Nish. He joined 
up as the fourth group mem¬ 
ber, and his connections, 
helped them get their first 
radio airplay on Power. 

“L.A. is such a melting 
pot of ethnicity. That pop- 
electronica and the culture 
they represent, it set them 
apart from everyone else 
out there making pop,” said 
Jimmy Steal, vice-president 
of programming for Emmis 
Gommunications, which runs 
Power 106. 

What culture is that, 
exactly? They’re among the 
few successful Asian-Amer- 
ican artists in pop and hip- 
hop and have hosted annual 
music workshops for young¬ 
sters in their community. 

But Nish says that while 
group members have ex¬ 
perienced some stereotyp¬ 
ing based on how they look, 
they identify primarily “with 
being L.A. kids. We go to 
Asia and we’re definitely not 
Asian.” 

“My grandparents grew up 
here, my great-grandparents 
live out here,” he said. “My 
mom cooks tacos every Fri¬ 
day, spaghetti every Thurs¬ 
day.”

CBC funding cuts 


Getready 
for ads on 
CBCradio 

The CBC is still ironing out 
how to deal with the 10 per 
cent funding cut delivered in 
the federal budget in March. 

The result was 650 jobs 
lost, including 475 this year. 
And, starting soon, CBC Radio 
will no longer be ad-free. 

The public broadcaster is 
delivering four new shows 
this fall, but repeating many 
shows in prime time to fill 
the gaps left by 175 hours of 
origin^ programming that 
won’t be renewed. 

As an independent 
producer contracted by the 
CBC, Mercer admitted he’s 
biased, but said all entertain¬ 
ment aside, he stiU considers 
the CBC one of the best news 
organizations in the world. 


“I think beating up the 
CBC is something that 
certain segments of society 
like to do, or certain interest 
groups like to do, and they 
never reaUy teU the story,” 
he said. “I mean, the CBC has 
a full, Canadian prime-time 
schedule, and you can’t com¬ 
pare them to networks that 
don’t have a single thing in 
prime time that’s Cana^an.

CFL Edmonton 
CM foresees warm 
welcome for former 
QB in home opener 


Eskimos general manager Eric 
Tillman believes Ricky Ray will 
be warmly received by Edmon¬ 
ton in their CFL season opener. 

The Esks host their former 
longtime quarterback and the 
Toronto Argonauts onjime 30. 

Tillman traded Ray to the 
Argos in a December deal for 
quarterback Steven Jyles, kick¬ 
er Grant Shaw and a draft pick. 

“Ricky is one of the more
